M. Slim's candidature is being supported by the United States 
delegation to the United Nations, which considers that he would be 
a Suitable successor to the late Mr. Dag Hammarskjoeld. 

The Isracli delegation has pointed out that M. Slim does not 
fulfil any of the prerequisites of objectivity necessary for a Secretary- 


General of the greatest international organisation. 


They believe that 


he may not be acceptable to the Russians, as he headed the U.N. 
sub-committee investigating the suppression of the 1956 Hungarian 
revolt, and appended his signature to the scathing - indictment of 
‘Russian action in Hungary at the time. 

Similarly, the Israeli delegation point out, M. Slim’s Govern- 
ment refuse to accord recognition to the State of Israel, and he, as 
a representative of that Government, is heavily committed to the

Vigilance on 
Syrian 
frontier

JERUSALEM, Thursday 

Isract is carefully” watching her 
47-mile frontier with Syria, follow- 
ing the Syrian Army's seizure of 
powe! (Thursday). The 
Israch Army ts taking all necessary 
precautions along the border, which 
Stretches from Lake . Tiberias to 
Kibbutz Dan in the north. 

Damascus has been taken = over, 
and all airfields and harbours. closed. 
There are 3,000 Jews in Damascus, 
and 2,000 in Aleppo. 

Damascus Radio today broadcast 
rebel messages. One of them stated 
that “the army ts in full control and 
will guard the safety of all the 
Feyptians in Syrian territory.” The 
Syrian Army numbers about 45,000 
men and is equipped with . Soviet 
tanks and MiGs 17 jet fighters 

Another radio message claimed that 
the revolutionary movement had suc- 
ceeded im all parts of Syria. 

President Nasser ‘has claimed that 
the rebellion is a blow against Arab 
unity and is the work of a small 
force in Qatana camp, near Damascus.

Amos writes: The revolt comes as 
no great surprise,-since Nassers's step- 
by-step conversion of union between 
Syna and Egypt into complete 
domination of Syria by Egypt has 
been resented by almost all classes.

Reports say that the young poet 
read out his work in one of Moscow's 
largest concert halls betore. a very 
large audience. and that the impres- 
sion created was. ™ tremendously 
moving.” Ihe audience. which 
included a great number of young 
people. was so aflected by the poem 
that it remained absolutely silent after 
the reading. and then, after a pause, 
broke into thunderous applause. 

The poem mentions the victims of 
antisemitism from Dreyfus to Anne 
Frank. and says that. “Communism 
will not triumph until the last anti- 


semite has been obliterated from the 
face of the earth 

Babi-Yar was a scene of one of the 
most brutal German massacres in 
which 130.000 Jews were slaughtered. 
[It was carried out by S.S. Colonel 
Paul Blobel. Ukrainians living near 
to the scene of the massacre are 
believed to have known what was

Here is a Salutary 
thought for our age of the space- 
man, when it seems that there 
might be no limitations to the 
inventive possibilities of science.

Other than God, no 
one produces life; no one resur- 
rects the dead: no one makes 
rain to fall. The great mysteries 
of life, death, and existence are 
forever in the control of the 
Divine wisdom. 


i is generally understood that the 

prayer for rain, which is a 
characteristic feature of the liturgy 
of the eighth day of Succot, relates 
primarily, if not entirely, to the 
needs of the Holy Land, so that 
this prayer gives beautiful expres- 
sion to the spiritual bond which 
unites all Jews to the soil of Israel. 
But the prayer really has more 
immediate relevance to us who are 
living outside the Land of Israel, 
because if points to our awareness 
of God's active rdle in our affairs. 

In praying for rain we seek His 
help in our problems of daily 
living. In underlining the truth 
that God is the giver of rain, we 
reaffirm that He is ultimately the 
source of all the blessings we are 
permitted to enjoy in life. This 
lesson is supplementary to the 
whole teaching of the Succah, and, 
because of its basic importance, it 
is a fitting teaching on which to 
conclude the lessons of our Tishri 
festivals.

Jews and Christians “can be 
neighbourly without necessarily living 
in the same house.” This was stated 
by Mr. R. W. Sorensen, M.P., in 
his Opening address to the confer- 
ence of the World Congress of 
Faiths, held at Selw\n College, Cam- 
bridge, last week-end. 

The conference was attended by 65 
representatives of the Jewish, 
Christian, Buddhist, Hindu, and 
Brahma Samaj faiths. The Congress 
was founded to promote inter- 
religious understanding . inter- 
national fellowship. 

Mrs. Heather MeConnell (Joint 
Hon, Secretary. with the Rev. , 
Gillet, of the Congress and editor of 
“World Faiths ") suid that the move- 
ment was very pleased to have the 
co-operation of many eminent Jews. 
Referring to the fact that Lord 
Samuel was a former President, she 
said he still took an active interest in 
its work. 

In his opening address Mr. Soren- 
sen, who is Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Congress, said 
they had come together not merely 
to further the objects of the move- 
ment but because they were members 
of one common humanity § and 
Wanted to share ther spiritual experi- 
ences and moral beliefs.

Religious Spirit.” the Rev. G. Apple- 
ton, of St. Botolph's Church, Aldgate, 
said: “As 1 ect to know my Jewish 
friends more deeply. | am learning 
more about the wonder of their con- 
ception of the ‘Torah which we 
Christians have so poorly understood 
and so often misrepresented.

In his lecture to the London 
Jewish Graduates Association last 
week, on “ Theism and the Challenge 
of Opposing Philosophies,” Rabbi Dr. 
Louis Jacobs sid “| do not see 
that Judaism ‘must necessarily sub- 
scribe to the idea that religion must 
involve a flight from reason.” 

Dr. Jacobs discussed both ancient 
and modern philosophies, which 

resented a chalicnge to monotheism. 
From the very beginnings of Hebrew 
monotheism there had been an 
attempt to purify the idea of God 
from the myth-making inseparable 
from conceptions of the Divine in the 
ancient world, he said. 

In his references to the Christian 
doctrine of the Trinity and the dif- 
ferences between Judaism and Chris- 
tianity concerning this doctrine, Dr. 
Jacobs said: “It simply will not do 
to say that such diflerences are not 
very important. These theological 
differences are important,” 

Concerning the challenge — of 
atheism, Dr. Jacobs pointed out that 
as an organised, systematic way of 
thinking, it was virtually unknown 
in the ancient world, and it was no 
accident that it was chiefly with the 
rise of science that atheistic philo- 
sophies had arisen. in a world in 
which people were impressed by 
natural at there was a tendency to 
interpret nature in a purely mechani- 
cal way. 

Mr. E. Schneider, Chairman of the 
Association, presidéd at the lecture. 


would describe them as agnostics 
rather than atheists. Yet, sub- 
consciously, he maintained, they 
wanted to kgow about God, and 
given a moral challenge they would 
respond to it. “Faith.” he stressed, 
“cannot be taught. It has got to be 
caught.” 

This inculcation of faith could only 
be achieved, he said, by men and 
women sharing with young people, 
not from above but on a level, in the 
great adventure of trying to find God. 
He believed the vast majority of their 
young people to be splendid material 
and that given the right kind of 
discipline at home and at school, and 
the right kind of guidance and friend- 
ship in their leisure pose. the 
present generation could become first- 
class citizens. 

Professor Norman Bentwich, who 
spoke on “Religious Studies in 
Jerusalem,” said it was natural and 
right for Jerusalem to be a centre for 
the study of religions. He hoped 
that in his own day it would be a 
real, living centre of the world 
religions. 

Dr. Leon Roth on Sunday 
addressed the inter-faith service on 
Socrates. The service was conducted 
by the Rev. Magnus Ratter.

I saw the point. In religion you 
had to take the thick with the thin. 
We had the thin alright; you had 
only to taste the Kiddush wine to 
know that.

It was 
the sort of noise that accompanied 
a cavalry charge in the pictures 
on any afternoon in the week, or 
for that matter on Saturday morn- 
ings.

A SENTIMENTAL JOURNEY 
Sir Barnett’s East End pilgrimage 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 

Nearly every year for the past 30 
years, Sir Barnett Janner, M_P., has 
on Yom Kippur visited some of the 
synagogues of London's East End, 
When he first began this annual 
“pilgrimage” he was accompanied 
by Jewish public personalities 
interested in the welfare of these

centres. But gradually he went alone, 
talking from the pulpit at most syna- 
gogues and meeting old friends at 
all of them. 

This year he walked quictly 
through East End streets--once tecm- 
ing with Jews on their way home 
from Kol Nidre services—and felt a 
litle sad as he reflected on the 
Jewish life in these carly days—-times 
when Zionism was the dominant 
theme—when cach and every Jew 
discussed the problems of a Jewish 
home in Palestine. 

The throngs of people. young and 
old, in their best clothes; the bustle 
of Jewish life; the growps of Jews 
strollmg gaily along Commercial or 
Whitechapel Roads; the sound of 


Yiddish spoken excitedly—these

without expecting the words: 
“ She’al N’olecho M’al Ragiecho.” 


There was none of this in the 
Cut-Price Shool. There was no 
carpet, there was not even a door- 
mat though there was the danger 
of putting your foot through a 
floorboard. The Shool was in a 
crumbling house in a terrace of 
crumbling houses. When the 
Chazan banged his desk for silence 
the plaster would whirl down 
from the ceiling like a snow-storm 
and the lights would blink. Round 
the walls were the names of 
departed members. They out- 
numbered the congregation by 
about five to one. Each Yahrzecit 
was marked by a glowing bulb. 
Simchat Torah must have been a 
high season for departures because 
the walls glowed like the instru- 
ment panel of a power station. 
And when the dancing began with 
the Sifrei Torah the walls shook, 
and it seemed as if past members 
were joining in the celebrations. 

All that was long ago. The Cut- 
Price Shool is no more. The 
members have prospered and the 
Shool has prospered. It is now 
housed in a new building with 
galleries, and pillars, and carpets, 
and the walls don't shake and the 
floors don't creak, and the plaster 
is firm, and the bulbs don't flash, 
and when they start Ato Horaiso 
Loda-as you would think they were 
saying E:cho.

Many synagogues are 
now outposts of the Fast End Jewish 
areca. They were once the centre of 
Jewish life.” 


Empty site 


Then Sir Barnett spoke wistfully 
of the large halls used for additional 
services . . . the old Rivoli Cinema, 
now pulled down, was used on Yom- 
tov by 3,000 worshippers—a crane 
now stands on its cmpty site. The 
Pavilion Theatre. with its historic 
Yiddish Theatre background, where 
internationally known Jewish leaders 
once spoke, was burned down, Its 
walls are being demolished .. . of 
the old Jews’ Free School building ; 
the Art Gallery; cimemas now 
closed: the Brick Lane Palace, 
King’s Hall and Oueen’s Hall. 

It was from these places that the 
throngs of Jews came after service, 
Later. the young people out 
promenading, packed the streets 
from the Bank to Mile End Gate. 
To Sir Barnett. as he retraced the 
steps they took. just 30 years ago, 
they were all ghosts of the past, but 
still vivid in his memory. 

“ Today. the Jewish people have 
an easier life. Their views and habits 
have changed In the East End, 
though, I still felt the grip of the 
friendly, warm.

BORIS CHAIN, 
the 1945 Nobel 
Laureate, who 
formally takes 
over the Chair 
of Biochemistry 
at the Imperial 
College of 
Science an d 
Technology, Lon- 
don University, 
next Sunday, 
bears an unmis- 

kable resem- 

lance to 
Nietzsche. The 
thick moustache ; 
the assertive head, 
with its rich, 
vital, dark hair, a 
little more discip- 
lined than those 
of the archetype ; 
the powerful 
shoulders and the 
general stance— 
put Chain among 
the Nietzsche 
type of man. 
But here the similarity ends. The 
great biochemist, who is now 
investigating the action of insulin 
and the interrelation between 
carbohydrate and amino acid 
metabolism in brain and nervous 
tissuc, does not entertain any idcas 
about “superman ™ and his destiny. 


If Chain were to be clevated to 
the peerage—which would not 
matter one way or another, but is 
not an impossible contingency——he 
might choose for his motto “ Dust 
thou art, and to dust returnest,” 
not in the pessimistic sense—for 
the interval can be usefully and 
excitingly employed—but in the 
sense that man is, in the final 
analysis, but a biochemical 
formula. ... 

Chain'’s career is typical of a 
number of Russian Jews who 
made their way from Russia to the 
Anglo-Saxon world, where they 
achieved fame and made their 
mark. A sciect few of them so 
profoundly influenced our physical 
existence and spiritual outlook as 
to alfain immortality. Chain is 
likely to be classified among 
the few when the time for a 
full evaluation of his contribution 
comes. But he is still in early 
middic-age, and at a stage of think- 
ing and planning ahead rather than 
summing up. 


* 


His family came from Mogilev, 
Russia. His father was a chemist 
and factory-owner, a friend of 
Chaim Weizmann, whom Ernst 
knew from carly childhood. Chain, 
who is 55, graduated at Berlin in 
chemistry and physiology, and 
came to England in 1933 because 
of Nazi persecution. He worked 
at Cambridge, and moved to 
Oxford after two years. There he 
remained until 1948. At Oxford 
Chain worked on snake venoms, 
on the action of lysozyme, on 
tumour metabolism, and on a 
method for the determination of 
phosphates. 

At the end of a study into the 
biochemical mechanism of _ the 
action of lysozyme, Chain suggested 
to Sir Howard Florey that they 
undertake a systematic study of 
anti-bacterial substances produced 


by micro-organisms. “The idea 
was, in fact, simple,” Chain 
the bacteria- 


ys, because 
Elin properties of the earth were 
own since Biblical times. They 
Sead knew in the days of Moses 
at a body buried in the ground 
no longer infectious, even if it 
the body of a human who died 
of a contagious disease.” Flor 
agreed to Chain’s suggestion, oa, 
on his part, proposed that 
lysozyme should be chosen as the 
particular object of study. Chain 
then assembled and read some 
two hundred papers in _ this 
field. Among the papers was one 
written by Sir Alexander Fleming 
fa 1929. Fleming was a keen 
Observer in the laboratory, but not 
an original scientific thinker. Chain 
decided to work on the substance 
Observed by Fleming. This investi- 


gallon led io the discovery of the 


curative properties of penicillin, 
and ushered in the era of anti- 
biotics. 


In 1948 the Italians invited 
Chain to go to Rome and work at 
the Instituto Superiore di Sanita, 
and he accepted the invitation. He 
went to Rome because he was 
offered there pilot plant facilities 
of the type he had envisaged all 
along and denied him here. There, 
the discovery of six amino peni- 
cillanic acid led to the discovery 
of numerous new penicillins, some 
with very “ interesting ” properties. 


* * 


The wider public in England 
hardly knew about Chain's part in 
the penicillin drama. Only those 
who are experts know what 
Chain’s contribution was. In 1949 
he was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Society. He is also an 
honorary member of several 
academics and learned socicties in 
other countries, and the recipient 
of many honours and degrees, as 
well as high decorations of the 
French and Italian Governments. 


But Chain is not bitter about 
England—successful men are 
usually inclined to forgive. He 
agreed to come back from Italy 
when the University of London 
offered him the Chair of Bio- 
chemistry at the Imperial] College 


of Science—but not  uncondi- 
tionally. The Isaac Wolfson 
Foundation made available 


£350,000 for the building and 
equipment of laboratories for 
biochemistry and chemical micro- 
biology, where teaching and 
research is being organised the way 
Chain wants it. 


* * 


Chain’s ability to make every 
complicated problem look surpris- 
ingly simple, and his spontaneous 
gaiety and wit, obviously make him 
a good teacher as well as a good 
companion. His inquiries into the 
mysteries of nature are inspired by 
a compassion for his fellow-men. 
Fundamental research is the start- 
ing point and prime condition for 
success, but the practical results 
are cure of disease, relief of pain 
and anxiety, and a more whole 
some life all round. 


Chain bears his Jewishness 
lightly. No conflicts, no apologies, 
no altempts to separate the two 
levels of existence. He has been 
a life-long Zionist—naturally. 
Home background, a knowledge of 
men and affairs outside the limited 
field of science, logic, and senti- 
ment all combine to make his 
Zionism organic. “I am devoted 
to Israel,” he will tell you, “and 
captivated both by its magic and 
its achievements.” In his own 
field he is a constant guide and 
mentor to the Weizmann Institute. 

Mrs. Chain, a biochemist in her 
own right, is one of the Beloffs, 
a sister of Professor Max Beloff 
and Norah Beloff, the writer and 
journalist. The Chains have a boy 
of six, Benjamin, and twins aged 
three—Danic] and judith.

DANGERS FACING 
ISRAEL 


Dr. Levenberg’s warning 


“The serious crisis in the United 
Nations, deepened by the tragic death 
of Mr. Hammarskjoeld, shows clearly 
that Israel cannot expect any help 
from the international community in 
case of an Arab attack, and the 
Jewish State must rely on its own 


strength,” declared Dr. S. Levenberg, 


the Jewish Agency's representative in 
London, at a meeting of the Execu- 
tive Council of the Zionist Federation. 

The attempt to change the consti- 
tution of the Palestine Conciliation 
Commission which would be made at 
the present session of the General 
Assembly was fraught with danger 
for Israel, he added. 

Referring to the forthcoming 
debate on the Arab refugees, he said 
that it was completely untrue that the 
U.N. resolutions supported the Arab 
case about repatriation. The relevant 
resolution of 1948 underlined the 
need for an Arab-Isracl peace settle- 
ment, declared that the refugees 
wishing to return must live in peace 
with their neighbours, and also 
stressed the need to facilitate resettle- 
ment. It was the task of the Zionist 
Movement to make this clear to 
public opinion because Britain paid 
20 per cent of the general budget for 
the upkeep of the Arab refugees.

Three ex-Nazis accused

BONN 

Another trial of former leading 
members of a Nazi Einsatz- 
kommando™ opened before a local 
jury at Dortmund on Monday. The 
accused are Dr. Hermann-Ernst Jahr, 
one-tume head of the Gestapo head- 
quarters at Tilsit, and two of his 
subordinates, Wilhelm Gerke and 
Alfred Krumbach. Their office had 
formed part of the “ Einsatzgruppe 
Tilsit”™ which carried out the exter- 
mination of the Jewish population 
on the Lithuanian border 

Leading members of this group 
were sentenced to long prison terms 
by German courts at Ulm and Tue- 
bingen in recent vears. The three 
local accused are charged with com- 


plicity in mass executions of Jews 
in Lithuania, Dr. Jahr is accused 
of hav.ine ordered the execution of 
six Jewish prisoners who had been 
promised their release after they had 
removed traces of a mass grave con- 
tainine the bodies of several hundred 
Russian officers who were shot by 
Germans 

Krumbach, until his arrest in 1958, 
worked as an official-at the North 
Rhine-Westphalian State Office for 
ihe Protection of the Constitution. He 
had successfully hidden his Nazj past 
till then but was exposed after being 
incriminated by former members of 
the “Einsatzgruppe Tilsit™ during 
the trial at Ulm. Gerke had gone to 
Sweden with his family after the 
war. He was discovered there only a 
few years ago and. extradited by the 
West German authorities,

ZYGIELBOJM

About 3,000 persons gathered in 
the Carnegie Hall here this week to 
pay their last tribute to the memory 
of Mr. Sam Zygielbojm, the Polish- 
Jewish leader who took his own life 
in 1943 to draw the world’s attention 
to the Nazi extermination of Polish 
Jewry. 


Mr, Zygiclbojm’s ashes were placed 
in the Workmen's Circle Cemetery, 
after he had been culogised by 
various Jewish notables, The deceased 
escaped from occupied Poland, and 
tried, in London, to draw attention 
to the plight of Jewry.

FULBRIGHT WINS 
AGAIN 


Anti-bias amendment 
eliminated

WASHINGTON 


The Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives leaders have eliminated 
from the final version of the measure 
creating the “Peace Corps” an 
amendment which would prohibit the 
sending of “ Peace Corps” personnel 
to countries practising racial or reli- 
gious discrimination against U.S. citt- 
zens. It was learned here that the 
amendment was removed at -the 
request of Senator J. W. Fulbright, 
Chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, and that he had 
made the request at the instigation of 
the Department of State. The Depart- 
ment felt that the amendment would 
strike directly at the Arab countries. 


The amendment was originally 
introduced by Congressman Silvio 
Conte, Republican, of Massachusetts, 
during a debate on the Bill in the 
House of Representatives, It was 
adopted by the House without any 
opposition. Leaders of the “ Peace 
Corps,” including .its Director, Mr. 
Sargent Shriver. who is a brother-in- 
law of President Kennedy, are 
extremely disappointed the 
decision to eliminate the amendment. 
They pointed out that the Corps does 
not question its members on their 
religious affiliation and will not send 
members to any country.on the basis 
of their religious beliefs

The New York State Commission 
against Discrimination will hold a 
hearing soon to discuss a complaint 
lodged against “Aramco” (the 
Arabian-American Oil Company) 
which refuses to employ Jews. 

The issue has been pending since 
the American Jewish Coneress com- 
plained about the firm's discrimina- 
tory policy in 1956. and it is still 
being fought out in the courts, 

“Aramcos handbook ignores 
Israel on its maps and Israel's flag is 
not listed among the flags of the 
Middle Eastern countries, But Israel 
is referred to.in the handbook when 
it states that the Arab nations 
challenge Israel's right of navigation 
in the Gulf of Aqaba. 

The booklet blames Israel's 
“expansionism ” as the reason for the 
pro-Soviet bias of the Arab States, 
while failing to mention Israel in a 
synopsis of the area's history.

JEWISH FEARS IN ALGERIA 


From our Correspondent 


ALGIERS 


INCE the middle of August 

the situation in Algeria has 

rapidly deteriorated. After 
what could be called here a com- 
paratively “quiet” summer, the 
extremists of both camps are step- 
ping up their terrorist activities, 
sparing neither human lives nor 
property. The rift between the 
populations of this country has 
become almost unbridgeable. 

An atmosphere of terror hovers 
continuously over the cities and vil- 
lages of Algeria. If the daylight 
hours are dominated by the fear 
of the knife or the grenade of the 
F.L.N. terrorist, the nights belong 
to the activists of the French 
O.A.S. (Secret Army Organisation). 
There are countless detonations of 
plastic charges destroying homes or 
shops of all those, Europeans and 
Moslems alike, whose opinions or 
activities are not approved by the 
O.AS 

Living conditions here could 
eastiy be compared to those of any 
fascist country, where people are 
living under constant fear and 
where the expression of any per- 
sonal opinion is often equivalent 
to self-destruction 

Guerrilla warfare strikes from 
behind. It is. therefore, extremely 
difficult for the large French army 
and police forces to provide 
adequate protection for the inhabi- 
tants of Algeria. This difficulty 
is enhanced by the fact that a large 
number of professional soldiers, 
officers, and non-commissioned 
officers and police officers are torn 
between their loyalty to the right- 
ful French Government of de 
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Gaulle and their sympathies for 
the outlawed officers and _poli- 
ticians who are at the head of the 
O.AS. 

“ Algérie Francaise” (French 
Algeria) is the battlecry of the 
O.AS. Its rhythmical transposi- 
tion ta-ta-ta—ta-ta™ can be 
heard, specially during the early 
evening hours, from countless 
whistles, automobile horns, and 
improvised percussion instruments, 
such as kitchen vessels and other 
hardware. The majority of these 
“ serenaders ” is composed of teen- 
agers using the occasion to commit 
many acts of vandalism, without 
any political motive, leaving the 
city very often with the appear- 
ance of a concert hall after one 
of those famous jazz recitals. But 
while in Europe parents of these 
youths would punish or admonish 
their children, here they reward 
them and encourage these “ pat- 
riotic activities. 


Lack of trust 


It should be understood that the 
Q.A.S. is the extreme wing of the 
“ Algérie Francaise” movement. 
Most Europeans here -are,. at heart, 
in favour of a. French Aleeria, 
because they fear for their lives 
and property in. an independent 
Arab-ruled Algeria, in spite of all 
guarantees which could be given 
during the preliminary negotia- 
tions. Events and incidents in 
Morocco and in Tunisia, specially 
during the recent Bizerta crisis, 
have continuously increased these 
fears. This lack of trust or con- 
fidence in any negotiated arrange- 
ment dominates the thoughts of 
even those Europeans who. could 
be classified as liberals approving 
the nolicies of General de Gaulle. 

The Jewish communities of 
Algeria find themselves placed in 
the middle of this conflict. Ter- 
rorists of both camps are striking 
at Jews, but it is almost certain 
that at the present time these acts 
of violence are not motivated by 
antisemitism alone. There are 
Jews in the ranks of the O.AS., 
and during the recent clean-up 
campaign some Jewish OAS. 
members have been arrested; and 
there are Jews to be found in the 
liberal camps who openly advo- 
cate an “Algerian Algeria.” But 
it should be understood that those 
Algerian Jews who are taking an 
active part in the political life of 
the country are thinking of them- 
selves as Algerian Europeans 
rather than as Jews. Actually, 
french and Moslems alike do not 
consider the Jews as a compact 
minority, but as individuals reserv- 
ing the right for themselves to deal 
with the minority problem when 
the right time has come. 


Fascist leaders 


In spite of all the guarantees 
which have been, or might yet be, 
given by the French Government 
and the F.L.N., the Algerian Jews 
still fear that the famous “ Décret 
Crémieux” of 1870, according 
them French citizenship, will be 
revoked again, as it was during the 
Vichy Government under Pétain, 
or will be taken away from them 
by a simple stroke of the pen by 
the Arab-dominated Government 
of a newly created Algerian State. 

On the other hand, it is known 
that the extreme Right-wing of the 
“ Algérie Francaise ” movement is 
outright fascist and dominated by 
the antisemitic movement “ Jeune 
Nation (Young Nation). Many 
of the O.A.S. leaders exiled or 
hiding, such as Ortiz and Lagail- 
larde, are known antisemites. It 
is, therefore, not surprising that 
those Jews who are wholeheartedly 
in favour of a French Algeria can- 
not avoid having certain misgivings 
about associating themselves with 
the movement. 

Leaving Algeria is actually con- 
sidered as a crime by the O.AS., 
who had even forbidden the 
annual -mass exodus of Algerians 
to the beaches and mountains of 
Europe. Many who did not 
heed this prohibition found, 
upon their return, their apartments 
destroyed by plastic charges. In 
spite of all this, many Europeans, 
and a number of Jews among them, 
are preparing to emigrate. Those 
who facilitate the emigration of 
Jews to Israel are risking the scorn 
of the O.A,S. 


HOUSING RIOT IN 
SLUM AREA 


Yemenis in clash

JERUSALEM 

Ugly riots, mainly among Yemenis, 
developed in the Hatikva quarter 
of Tel Aviv last Friday. Twenty 
people, including several policemen, 
were injured. There were a number 
of arrests. 

The riots started when municipal 
labourers arrived to demolish a one- 
roomed shack, which had illegally 
served as a home for a family of 
ten people. 

Conditions in the Hatikva quarter, 
one of the worst slum districts in 
the whole of Israel, are indescribably 
miserable. The people whe live 
there cannot afford to buy their own 
flats, and have, therefore, started 
building their own living quarters, 
most of them being sub-standard. 

No drastic official action has 
hitherto been taken, even though the 
practice was illegal, and fines were 
imposed after the families had 
actually moved into these shacks.

When the Tel Aviv Municipal 
Council met on Sunday to discuss the 
matter it was decided to continue 
demolishing the illegally erected 
buildings and also to hasten the 
rebuilding of the quarter. 

There are now 11,000 illegal build- 
ings in the area.

Contradictory statements by Arab 
leaders are pointed out. There has 
been a great deal of Arab propaganda 
about Isracl having usurped territory 
which was not allotted to her by the 
U.N. fat Belgrade recently Nasser 
called on Israel to return to the 1947 
artition§ borders), the assumption 
Seine that Arab politicians would be 
satisfied with a return by Isracl to 
the U.N. boundaries. But Mr. Ali 
Sabry. the U.A.R. Minister for Presi- 
dential Affairs, stated m an interview 
in 1959: “ By ‘conquered Palestine’ 
I mean all of Isracl. We have never 
accepted the Partition resolution.” 

Equally bellicose was the Jordan 
daily paper Falastin,” which wrote 
last year: “Tm all frankness, we want 


to climinate Israel... and care not 
when Isracl protests that we con- 
template war and jeopardise her 
security because this is exactly 
our am.

Refugee issue at U.N. 


S pointed out in a previous 
A contribution to this column, 

there has been a change in 
tactics by the Arab States during 
the past session of the General 
Assembly. Gone were the appeals 
for simple charity and mercy for 
the refugees. Instead came a 
Ssieady tirade against Israel as an 
imperialist interloper in the Middle 
East, which had usurped the land 
and wealth of the indigenous 
peoples of Palestine. The Arabs 
in the camps were no_ longer 
“refugees”; they were now 
“exiles.” While the danger to 
Istael in this attitude was not over- 
looked, the full implication—the 
well-laid course of Arab. strategy 
—Wwas not entirely appreciated. 


Two purposes 


A_ careful perusal of the last 
session now shows that the major 
speeches on the .subject, particu- 
larly those by the primary spokes- 
man for the Arabs, Ambassador 
Ahmed Shukairy, a former Acre 
lawyer, who represents Saudi 
Arabia, contained no direct refer- 
ences to “refugees” as such, 
except on a rare occasion when 
the adjective “so-called” was 
aflixed to them. They were “ the 
people of Palestine,” who were 
being kept from returning to their 
villages and fields by the Zionists, 
who had robbed them of their 
country 


This year the Arabs will press 
this theme further : they will try 
to paint the picture of the refugees 
as that of a people robbed of their 


rights of self-determination as 
guaranteed by the United Nations 
Charter. They have two purposes 
in mind: to reopen entirely the 
Palestine question—the question of 
Israel's right to exist ; and to under- 


mine Israel's ties with the new 


States of Africa and Asia by brand- 
ing her imperialistic, making use of

the anti-colonial terminology so 
fashionable these days. 

It is safe to predict that the 
demand for implementation of 
U.N. resolutions on the part of 
Israel pertaining to the refugee 
problem will not be heard from 
the Arabs this year. Until now, 
the call has been for Israel to obey 
the various resolutions, and to 
recognise the rights of the refugees. 
Now the call will be for the world 
to recognise the rights of the Pales- 
tine people. 

The Arab States will strive for 
three things : 

(1) They will try to have repre- 
sentatives of the “Palestine 
people seated for the refugee 
debate. Up to and including the 
Fourteenth General Assembly, the 
demand was for the sealing of 
representatives of the refugees, and 
this was always granted, over 
Israel's not-too-strenuous objec- 
tions. Last year the bid was for

The fact that 
Haifa Arabs shouted: “Down 
with Israel” and “ Death to Ben- 
Gurion” at the funeral, is cited by 
Radio Amman as proof that Israeli 
democracy is fictitious and that 
the Arabs are subject to brutal 
repression. 

Cairo’s “ Voice of the Arabs” 
radio declares that Ben-Gurion is 
preparing a “ bloodbath” of Haifa 
Arabs. It also promises that in 
the near future an Arab uprising, 
coupled with an invasion from out- 
side, will destroy the State of 
Israel 


* * 


The introduction of “ greater 
unity,” as Cairo calls it, into the 
U.A.R., ie., the “ gleichschaltung ” 
of Syria, is a painful process for 
Syrians. In the first stage Nasser 
appeared to accept unity on Syrian 
terms. Then, once that had been 
achieved. he combined with 
Colonel Serraj, the Syrian Army's 
Intelligence Chief, and with the 
Left-wing officers and the Ba'th 
(Socialist Renaissance Party) 
against the older politicians, to 
establish a dictatorship of the Left. 
He then turned against the Ba'th 
with Serraj’s support. Now the 
next stage is to get rid of Serra) 
and convert Syria into a complete 
Egyptian dependency. 

Now no first- or second-rank 
Syrian personalities appear to be 
collaborating with the régime : the 
new names are complete nonenti- 
ties, unknown even to specialists. 
This confirms the fact that Eevn- 
tian rule (or “union,” as it is called 
there) is increasingly unpopu- 
lar with the Syrians. One reason 
for this is economic. Syria is being 
exploited for Egypt's sake, its 


living standards have fallen, and | 


the value of its currency, which 
lormerly looked the dollar in the 
face, has dropped by a _ third 
Another reason js that the Syrians 
resent being turned into an Egyp- 
lian province. 

It rather looks as though 
Nasser’s measures to quell Syrian 
discontent may have the opposite 
effect in the long run. The uprising 
by certain Army elements is the 
first overt sign of this discontent. 
And a new round of Israel-baiting 
by Nasser, now in the midst of a 
new internal crisis, would not come 
as a surprise. 


* 


President “peace 
race” proposals have evoked 
remarkably litthe enthusiasm in the 
Arab world, which has ils own 
peculiar definition of peace. Cairo 
and Amman have been far more 
concerned with the Arabs in Israel, 
while Iraq is busy breathing fire 
at Britain. 

The only faint praise Cairo Press 
and radio comment could find for 
Kennedy's speech (after a charac- 
teristic day’s wait for the “line ™) 
was for the U.S.A. President's 
alleged readiness to accept a 
separate Soviet peace treaty with 
East Germany. This, Cairo claims, 
is in accordance with the Belgrade 
spirit—“the only hope of saving 
the world from war ”—~and, there- 
fore, a hopeful sign. (In fact, the 
Belgrade Conference rejected pres- 
sure from its pro-Soviet members 
for recognition of East Germany 
and the division of Germany into 
two States with different régimes.) 
But, then, Nasser’s propaganda 
picture of what happened at Bel- 
grade differs from the actual events 
on so many points that one might 
be forgiven for supposing that 
there were two conferences at 
Be! erade. 

The Moroccans and Tunisians 
consider that, so long as the U.S.A. 
fails to support the struggle for 
the liquidation of colonial rule in 
Algeria, Angola, Bizerta, the 
Congo, etc., nothing it says can be 
taken seriously. 


people.” After considerable 
battle the group were admitted as

(2) The Arabs will press hard 
for an “administrator” of Arab 
property and wealth in Israel. 

(3) They will try to take control 
of the Palestine Conciliation Com- 
mission out of American hands 
and make it more amenable to the 
Arab offensive against Israel, 
instead of having it the stumbling 
block in their path. 


Strange composition 


The U.S.A. is not unaware of 
the strange composition of the 
P.C.C. To have an international 
organ composed of America, 
France, and Turkey in this day and 
age is somewhat odd, Washington 
agrees. ‘Therefore, the United 
States is amenable to change, but 
not to the @hange the Arab States 
desire. It can be stated bluntly 
that Washington will not allow the 
P.C.C. to be altered in such a way 
as to lose control over it without 
a bitter, last-ditch battle. The 
Americans do not consider the 
Commission sacrosanct or 
unchangeable ; they merely do not 
want to lose any advantage in a 
region where advantages are now 
few enough. So far as an 
* administrator ” for Arab property 
is concerned, the in 
Washington, at the moment, is that 
Israel's objections to the plan will 
be supported. 

According to the best possible 
sources, Washington ts looked upon 
as willing to draw a sharp line of 
demarcation between the refugee 
problem itself and the side issues 
injected into it for political pur- 
poses and controversy. 

Present American plans—so far 
as they have crystallised—-seem to 
call for some move along the lines 
of the famous Patagraph Il of the 
December 11, 1948, resolution, 
which states ; . the relugees 
wishing to return to their homes 
and live at peace with their neigh- 
bours should be permitted to do 
so at the earliest practicable date, 
and compensation should be paid 
for the property of those choosing 
not to return 


No concesstons 


There may be an attempt on the 
part of the U.S.A. to avoid sub- 
mitting a resolution on this, but 
instead to have its thoughts and 
plans incorporated in the P.C.C. 
report, which the last Assembly 
ordered the Commission to submit 
by October 15 of this year. The 
report, then, would be the subject 
of the debate, and acceptance of it 
would automatically mean accept- 
ance of the U.S.A. proposals. The 
P.C.C.’s special representative, Dr. 
Johnson, is now in the Middle 
East preparing first-hand material 
for the report. 

It is thought here that no matter 
how the issue is presented regard- 
ing repatriation or compensation, 
the Arabs will not now accept the 
principle for which they expended 
so much oratory in the past 

So far as Israel's position is con- 
cerned, the delegation jis expected 
to offer nothing and concede 
nothing. As matters appear to 
stand, the Israelis have no room 
to manceuvre, since there are no 
really new proposals and certainly 
no new concessions which would 
form a basis for discussion. 

Meanwhile, the buttonholing of 
delegations by the Israeli represen- 
tatives has begun in earnest. Israel 
wants the nations—and especially 
the new nations recently freed from 
colonialism—to know the Israeli 
side of the story and to digest it 
long before Mr. Shukairy begins 
to speak, 
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Personal Opinion 


London Board for 
Shechita is composed of 
a number of representa- 
tive organisations, of whom the 
Federation of Synagogues is 
one. The President of the 
Federation is Mr. M. Lederman. 
He has also been granted a 
kosher meat wholesale licence 
by the Board, although to date 
he has not taken it up. 

There was a time when the 
Federation was considering 
breaking away to form its own 
Siechita Board. A split was 
averted at the last minute, and 
in July, 1960, a concordat was 
reached. In September Mr. 
Lederman was granted his 
licence. 

Mr. Lederman is also a head- 
master of a Talmud Torah, and 
since 1954 he has been receiv- 
Ing a pension of £520 per annum 
from the Board for Shechita 
for disabilities incurred as a 
poultry shochet. Few could 
have fared so well with their 
abilities as Mr. Lederman has 
done with his disabilities. 

It is nearly four years since 
the Federation’s accounts were 
presented to the Council. Last 
May Mr. Lederman promised a 
balance-sheet before July. It is 
now nearly October, and there 
is still no sign of it. It is part 
of the charm of the Federa- 
tion’s President that he has 
always operated in the open but 
he should really not strain the 
community's faith by delaying 
the accounts any longer without 
explanation.

Worshipping at the Edgware 
Synagogue on Rosh Hashana 
and Yom Kippur is an eerie 
experience. From a_ sizeable 
part of the vast edifice it is 
not only impossible to follow 
the service but difficult even to 
decide in what language it is 
being conducted! It like 
attending an ancient mime. Far 
away the minister and the 
chazan are to be seen carrying 
out certain dignified movements 
and functions, but no words 
seem to issue from their mouths. 


I admired some of the worship- 
rs in this vale of silence. As 
if possessing their own system 
of telepathy, they apparently 
managed to keep up with the 
service. Others round them 
mostiy gave up hope. The 
minister, the Rev. Saul Amias, 
estimates that 1,000 members 
of the congregation could not 
hear his sermon on Rosh 
Hashana: I do not think he 
exaggerates. What puzzles me 
is why the synagogue authori- 
ties have not shown greater 
initiative. The chances of their 
being allowed to instal micro- 
phones are very slender—there 
is no sien of rethinking in 
high ecclesiastical places. So 
why not do the obvious: 
divide the synagogue into two 
and have two services ? Or why 
not be even more revolutionary 
and adopt a two-shift system 
for the services? Would that 
be so much worse than the 
present silence? Hardly. 


* * 


In many synagogues the 
Chatan Torah and Chatan 
Bereshit have to foot the festive 
bill (honours for sale ?), and 
they sometimes get round the 
difficulty by coupling a ‘rich 
man with a poor one—the 
former paying for the drinks, 
and the latter for the herring. 
Many Chatanim give 
sweets to the children, and I 
still have a taste of eucalyptus 
in my mouth from the time a 
cough-drop merchant was 
Chatan Bereshit. remember 
the year in which we had a 
coincidence of rich men (the 
poor one, I think, turned out 
to be richer than = anyone 
expected), and we had smoked 
salmon instead of herring. This 
was not appreciated, because 
smoked salmon, in any case, is 
only a rich man’s herring : also, 
the herring is as much part of 
Simchat Torah as the efrve is 
of Succot. But, above all, the 
salmon made the chazan lose 
his bearings, and when he began 
the Grace after meals he said 
the Sheva Berachot !

A JOYOUS HERITAGE 


Simchat Torah comes as the culmination of 
the weeks of religious observance which have 
marked the beginning of another year in the 
Jewish calendar.

But 
Jewish tradition asserts thal this joyous redemp- 
tion needed the co-operation of God and man 
When Moses stretched out his hand over the 
Red Sea, the waves, quite contrary to the 
expected miracle, did not divide to atlord a sale 
passage.

Through- 
out the centuries—however dark might be the 
immediate prospect—they have joyfully pro- 
claimed a message of hope and promise for 
mankind. And not only Jews have been stirred 
by the songs of Zion.

Whatever the rights and wrongs of 
the situation of the Arabs in Israel, no one living 
in that country has any valid redson to. leave 
secretly or illegally. Any Israeli citizen can

organisation to apportion large sums paid out by 
the Germans in reparation for the holocaust, 
they should have failed so far to take adequate 
measures to care for the hallowed places where 
the victims lie. Sums have been allocated for the 
erection of memorials and for the preservation 
of the records of the “Churban”—the great 
destruction. But there can be no higher priority 
in the use of these funds for commemorative pur- 
poses than the preservation of the tangible 
remains of Belsen, Auschwitz, Dachau. and those 
other Camps whose names are branded no 
Jewish hearts

with internationally recognised status. cares for 
the graves of Britrsh war dead in many fa 
corners of the world, a Jewish Martyrs Graves 
Commission 1s needed Such a body could well 
press for international status through the United 


Nations, in order to avoid dependence merely 
on the good will of individual governments and 
officials. 


Any alien fields where martyred Jews lie buried 
must be the responsibility of Jewry. and the: 
neglect a source of reproach to us al!. For many 
years the Board of Deputies has cared for 
cemeteries in this country whose dispersed or 
declining communities have been unable to 
undertake the burden;. this could serve as a 
precedent for world Jewry. It would indeed be 
gratifying if the Board of Deputies, with its wide 
experience in this field, were 
tive in this matter

Reverence and care for the resting places and 
the memorials of our martyred millions are more 
than matters of self-respect; their preservation 
is a duty to the dead and future generations alike 


weeks. No Arabs have been refused these docu- 
ments, and many of them have,:in fact. left. The 
frontiers of Israel, particularly with the U.A.R.. 
are the scene of constant comings and goings by 
marauders and spies. Guarding a wide stretch 
of territory at night, the patrols challenge anyone 
they see moving in order to find out who they 
are, what they are doing, and where they are 
going. When the five youths attempted to run 
away, aS armed Infiltrators and spies might be 
expected to do when challenged, the borde: 
guards did as all such guards must do and opened 
fire The violence of Arab feaction in Israel 
is due to the combined effects of political 
disunity in Israel, incitement of the Arabs by 
Communists and the Arab radio, and the cer- 
tainty that the Israeli authorities would not take 
any strong action against them Ihe Arab 
Governments are exploiting these deaths because 
they hope it will advance their avowed plans 
for annihilating the Jewish State. hose who 
are motivated by genuinely humane considera- 
tions should ensure that they do not lend them- 
selves to this Campaign, but should encourage 
by all possible means a negotiated peace between 
israel and the Arab States in order that violence 
on the borders shall cease 


THE JEWISH STUDENT 


The academic year is beginning : more students 
are entering university than ever betore, and 
more of them than ever before will be Jews 
Ihe expansion of university opportunities for 
our rising generation.is a blessing which can 


never be over-valued, but like most blessings it 


also brings problems in its train. These young 
people will be thrust into a new environment. 
an exciting life with wider perspectives than they 
have previously known; in many cases they will 
be living in colleges, halls of residence, o1 
lodgings. There is always the danger that the 
Jewish environment they may have known at 
home may be inaccessible in their new milicu, 
or seem trelevant to their new way of life. Yet 
if the most brillant and successful members of 
the rising generation are allowed to drift away 
the community will suffer a serious loss. It is 
essential, therefore, that the community invest 
in its undergraduates, In an age when the pro- 
portion of graduates in the community is 
increasing we can no longer allord to let them 
fend for themselves where Jewish or spiritual 
matters are concerned, nor can we be satistied 
with the present scale of activities among Jewish 
undergraduates, though credit is due to the Hillel 
Foundation’s devoted activities on a shoestring. 
The community must accustom itself to the idea 
that it should spend at least as much on its 
undergraduates as it does on its old people and 
destitute, and that the provision of synagogues, 
canteens, meeting places, and guidance in univer- 
sity centres is far more important than sterile 
participation in endless jnternational gatherings.

Israel Zangwill 
Centenary

TRUMPS 


By CHARLES SOLOMON 


HE extent of Jewish partici- 

pation in the diamond trade 

is difficult to assess by any- 
one who has not paid a visit to the 
London Diamond Bourse in Hat- 
ton Garden, undoubtedly the most 
important centre of the industry in 
this country. 


Of leading diamond dealers in 
Britain more than half (some 450) 
are members of the Bourse; and 
of these about 97 per cent are 
Jews. 

The Bourse is not a _ trading 
organisation, nor does it make (or 
attempt to make) profits. 

If it must be described in a 
word, it is, I suppose, a sort of 
club. Here come the diamond 
dealers of the Metropolis and, 
indeed, of the world, to show gems, 
to discuss their business, to drink 
cups of coffee, to chat, and to fill 
in their football coupons—some 
smartly dressed, some shabbily ; 
some bearded and wearing their 
yarmulkas, some who might be 
clerks or even barrow-boys. 

An organisation of diamond 
dealers in London has been in 
existence for at least fifty years ; 
the present Bourse dates back to 
1940, when it was founded by 


Mr. M. Lack, still the President. 

The new and handsome premises 
were opened in 1959. One of the 
pioneer founders, still active in the 
organisation, was Mr. S. Kaner, 
whose son, Mr. B. Kaner, now 
Treasurer, has helped to implement 
his father’s dreams and aspirations 
for a non-profit-making organisa- 
tion to serve the industry. 

Few important figures in the 
trade are outside the Bourse; 
among those who are active in it 
are Mr. Arnold Singer, the Vice- 
President, and Alderman Samuel 
Fisher, for years the 
Secretary. 


Democratic 
The Bourse is a democratic 


body ; its affairs are administered 
by an elected committee of ten 


who appoint their President 
(although the re-election of Mr. 
Lack has been for many years 


more or less automatic). 

The Bourse does not, as a body, 
buy or sell; it is a meeting-place 
for individual merchants. Little 
paper-work is done ; it is fascinat- 
ing to see individual members pro- 
duce—often from their trouser 
pockets—gems of considerable 
value, place them on the table, and

In the Bourse your word is your 
bond; defaulters are practically 
unknown, and certainly no 
defaulter would remain a member. 

The organisation js affiliated to 
the World Federation of Diamond 
Bourses (with its headquarters in 
Amsterdam, the centre of the 
industry), a body almost compar- 
able with Interpol. 

A defaulter is liable to sus- 
pension or expulsion; the World 
Federation is informed of any mis- 
deeds and the culprit is “ posted ” 
in Bourses all over the world. 

Most of the rough diamonds 
imported by Israel for processing 
and re-export come directly from 
London, although a_ considerable 
proportion of these derive 
Originally from Belgium. 


Growing 


Few people realise that the total 
value of Israel's diamond exports 
exceeds even that of citrus fruits, 
ahhough, of course, the value to 
the State is not comparable; dia- 
monds are re-exports, so that only 
a relatively small proportion of 
their value can be classed as export 
profit. Nevertheless, this is a large 
and growing trade. 

Israel is now (following Belgium) 
the second largest of the world’s 
diamond manufacturers (the word 
“manufacture” is here to be 
understood sense of 
“ processor”: the Israelis do not 
“make ” diamonds). 

Britain comes sixth in the list 
of importers of Israeli diamonds, 
taking some.6 per cent of the 
output. The gross output in 1958 
was valued at 1£95 millions: in 
1960 it had risen to [£117 millions. 
The first six months of this year 
have shown a further advance.

\{OST of the world’s largest and 

most famous diamonds were 
found centuries ago and have since 
led lives of adventure, caught up 
in the web of history. 

But this century has also had 
its share of colossal stones. lhe 
most magnificent, the Cullinan, was 
found in 1905 in the Premier Mine, 
near Pretoria. It weighed 3,106 
carats, the largest diamond ever 
known. 

Presented to King Edward VII,

HAT is the attraction that 

David Ben-Gurion exerts 

upon the loyalty of his 
countrymen—an attraction which 
often has a counter-eflect among 
the Jews of the Diaspora? More 
than one of his warmest admirers 
have sought an explanation of his 
dominance by comparing him with 
another famous father-figure,” 
Konrad Adenauer: and the com- 
parison is a useful enough starting- 


point if it stimulates us, after 
noticing the exterior resemblance 


between the two elder statesmen. to 
trace the esséntial differences that 
divide them 


Dr. Adenauer is a politician who 
matured early ; before 1914 he had 
reached the full expression of his 
personality as Burgomaster of 
Cologne. Since ‘the end of the 
First World War the only change 
in his ideas has been a weathering 
due to time—and the alabaster cast 


of his features has faithfully 
reflected a tenacious rigidity of 
mind. Here is a political leader, 


the secret of whose political success 
is to be found in his refusal to 
change with the times, his inability 
to develop new ideas, and his 
faculty for displaying, as Chan- 
cellor of the Bundesrepublik, the 
stubbornness, the skills, and the 
limitations which he was displaying 
in local government 40 years ago. 


Speaks for youth 


What a contrast “B.-G.”  pre- 
sents! Whereas Adenauer is 
unchanging and immovable as a 
rock, “B.-G.’s” personality has 
the organic thrust of a great plant, 
Stretching up to the sun, absorbing 
life from outside and capable, if 
one limb dies, of sending forth in 
his old age new luxuriant branches. 
He ts not the father-figure of Israel 
but the old man who always speaks 
for youth because, like the younger 
generation, he feels himself rooted 
in the soil, no longer a member of 
international Jewry but the spokes- 
man of a new Israeli nation 
Spiritually, in fact, he is Sabra 
No. 1. And what gives him his 
special hold over Israeli youth ts 
the impatience of the Diaspora that 
he shares with them. In contrast 
with Chaim Weizmann, and almost 
alone among the Israeli politicians 
of his generation, he has grown not 


only the roots but the prickles of 
a Sabra. Although he was born 
in Russia and Sharett in a Turkish 
village, it is the latter who still 
feels at home in Zionist 
Congress. 

B.-G.’s critics treat his recent 
attacks on Zionism as outrageous 
examples of irresponsibility, which 
a statesman of his age should have 
outgrown. But they are no such 
thing. hey are merely another 
proof that the only responsibility 
David Ben-Gurion feels is to the 
new nation in which he lives and 
breathes and has his being. 

We can trace three phases in the 
crowth of Sabra No. |. The first 

the long and arduous period of 
preparation—lasted until he was 
62, from his birth in 1886 until 
the Declaration of Independence in 
1948. Up to that time he had 
revealed himself as a gifted journa- 
list, a pugnacious party politician, 


and, towards the end. as a 
Resistance leader. with the will- 
power but also with the moral 


ambivalence that ts required of a 
man whose right hand must never 
know what his left hand is doing. 


Destiny 


Though he became first a trade 


union leader and then the leader 
of a Labour Party, B.-G.” Was 
not a worker by birth, tempera- 


ment, or training. Born in Plonsk 
and named David Green, he comes 
of a middle-class Russian family 
and escaped to Palestine as a youth 
of 18, in order to put into practice 
the Zionism he learnt from his 
father at home. The absence, in 
his formative years, of any creative 
contact with Western democracy 
or Western Jewry turned out to be 
one of his strengths. It denied him 


the role that Weizmann was able 
to play as spokesman of the 
Diaspora—but it gave him that 


total loyalty to the Yishuv which 
made him their natural leader in 
the war against Britain. For Weiz- 
mann, that war was a_ personal 
disaster, which both invalidated his 
vision of Zionism and broke him 
as aman. For Ben-Gurion it was 


an appointment. with destiny. 
Within a few months a clever. 
ambitious politician had become 
the leader of a nation. 

At this time “ B.-G.” liked to 
think of himself. as. the Israel 
Churchill, a rdle> which he con-

sciously studied when he was living 
in London during the biitz of 
1940-41. But in this comparison 
he underrates his own achieve- 
ment. The more we learn about 
the strategy of the Second World 
War, the more dubious become Sir 
Winston's contributions to military 
victory. In the waging of war he 
remained to the end the ebullhent 
amateur, bubbling with ideas and 
unable to leave well alone: and it 
is fortunate that the professional 
soldiers were able to frustrate most 
of his interventions in their aflairs. 
In the Israeli War of Independence, 


on the other hand. “ B.-G.s  con- 
trol was both continuous and 
successful. Unlike Sir Winston, he 


was prepared to learn from. his 
subordinates and was soon able not 
only to organise war production 
but to supervise the actual cam- 
paign. In the history of modern 
warfare, I can think of  tew 
instances where victory has been so 
largely due to one elderly, amateur 
soldier.

HE Alfred Wolmark exhibi- 

tion at the Ben Uri Gallery 

~—which we have long 
awaited—has been selected to 
present the artist as one of the 
leading Post-Impressionist painters 
of England. Unlike some of the 
Post-Impressionists, Wolmark died 
at the mature age of 84, and, 
because of his great output, did 
something to obscure the unique 
quality of his work, which was a 
discovery of tremendously rich and 
jewel-like colour. 

Wolmark never belonged to the 
Establishment ; he never taught in 
a well-known school of art, as did 
Meninsky and Gertler; therefore 
he was without a following among 
students who would spread his 
name and attend his exhibitions. 
Neither was he a member of the 
Camden Town group, or subse- 
quently of the London Group. 

Born in Warsaw in 1877, Wol- 
mark came as a youngster to Eng- 
land, and lived with his parents in 
Devon. Showing considerable 
promise aS a boy, he eventually 


gravitated towards the Royal 
Academy schools at the age of 
eighteen. In his second year he 


obtained a silver medal for draw- 
ing. After leaving the R.A. 
schools he set up a studio in the 
East End in an old workshop, and 
his subjects were portraits and 
Jewish life—main!ly associated with 
the synagogue. 


Dutch influence 


He produced a powerful set of 
paintings in an idiom which was 
greatly inspired by Rembrandt, 
further sustained by his visit to 
Holland. It was during this time 
that he made his début as a painter 
and also his full impact on the 
Jewish community, no doubt 
acquiring some of the patrons 
who were to support him in his 
early days and in some cases 
remain loyal to him throughout his 
life. 

It was inevitable that an artist 
as gifted and as sensitive as Wol- 
mark would have felt the full 
impact of the Post-Impressionist 
painters, and no _ doubt _ this 


influence reached its highest at the 
time of Post-Impressionist 
exhibition arranged by Roger Fry 


in 1910. Wolmark ‘consistently 
denied this. No artist. however, 
could withstand the flood = of 
influence which Van  Gagh, 


Gauguin, and Cézanne unleashed 
upon Europe. Alfred’ Wolmark 
put on a coat of many colours, 
changed the whole key-note of his 
paintings, and responded to the 
many current influences of the 
time. Post-impressionism brought 
in its train a profound apprecia- 
tion of the Japanese. and one ot 
its most vocal influences” was 
Whistler. So we have reflected in 
Wolmark a unique example of this 
influence in Decorative 
Arrangement ” (No. 6 in the cata- 
logue), painted in 1909. But, of 
course, before Post-Impressionism, 
there were the Impressionists, and 
this is the influence demonstrated 
in many of the landscapes in the 
exhibition, which are lively and 
sparkling in colour. 

Wolmark was never a Cubist in 
the manner in which C. R. W. 
Nevinson and David Bomberg 


— four moods 


astonishing originality displayed in 
the organisation and training of the 
Isracli Army, a unique example of 
a whole nation permanently under 
arms, yet not thereby crushed by 
the burden of defence. In the 
development of these ideas and, 


above all, in the selection and 
training of the young military 
leaders, Ben-Gurion’s personality 


has been dominant. 

Ihe third phase of his career 
partly overlaps the second. “ B.-G.”’ 
believes that history will recognise 
that his Premiership made as big 
a contribution to peace as it did to 
war. Certainly it cannot be denied 
that, although he is no economist, 
and leaves the details of social and 
financial policy to others, his per- 
sonality has been stamped on the 
external and the internal relations 
of the new nation. Perhaps it is 
true that, under any other leader- 
ship, Israel would have been 
unable to make peace with any of 
her neighbours. But, under 
“B.-G.’s” leadership, whateve: 
tenuous chances there were of 
relaxing tension have been almost 
deliberately climinated. The Arab 


colours 


practised this art form jn his early 
years, but Cubist influence is 
undoubtedly reflected the 
anguiarity of design and boldness 
of colour present in a complete set 
of paintings executed in Concar- 
neau in IYI, and “ Flower Pieces,” 
painted about the same time. 


Vitality 


The varied expression of Wol- 
mark's ability as a portraitist is 
seen to the greatest effect in his 
“ Seli-Portrait,” at the age of 64 
(No. 73). Using the vitality of 
Wolmark’s coleur, one has a 
psychological interpretation of the 
artist —the paint flows off his brush 
with the skill of a masterful prac- 
littoner, the composition js tightly 
packed, and in the background 
there appears to be a reproduction 
of Van Gogh, but the quality of 
the painting, the freedom and age 
affinity of both artists, is reminis- 
cent of the self-portrait by Rem- 
brandt, in Ken Wood House. 

In the portrait of Lewis Hind, 
“the Critic” (No. 45), painted in 
1919, we have a picture which 
gives some indication of Wolmark’s 
skill as a draughtsman and of his

Gone is the 
pacilic tradition, the deep respect 
for international Organisations, and 
the conviction that, in order to 
survive, the Jew must out-do the 
Gentile in scrupulous observance 
of the law of nations. The Israel 
Ben-Gurion has done so much to 
create has as little respect for the 
United Nations as it has patience 
for the philanthropic Zionism of 
the Diaspora.

so many Zionists as the neutral 
haven for Jews from East and 
West and the Middle Eastern 


Switzerland js dismissed with scorn, 
as and unrealistic. And there 
is no doubt that, in this attitude, 
“ B.-G.” reflects not merely the 
strong emotions but the settled 
habits of a young frontier people 
that has never known peace and 
Sees no prospect of doing so 
Whether this will be the settled and 
lasting pattern, history alone can 
decide. But there ts no doubt that 
it is the pattern of Israel today——- 
a pattern that has grown in the 
image of David Ben-Gurion

MENACED KIBBUTZ

Thieves’ Road. By Renf SUSSAN.

In the late summer of 1951 a new- 
comer arrived at the kibbutz named 
Givat Tsohar. on the edge of the 
Negev and within reach of infiltrators 
from the Gaza Strip. His name was 
Felix Cohen—the others took to call- 
ing him Gad-—and people wondered 
if he was any relation of young 
Mikhail Cohen. who had been killed 
in an Arab raid some months carlier. 
The kibbutz was earnestly non- 
religious and socialist; its members 
came mostly from France or French- 
speaking Africa. They had embraced 
danger, hardship, and poverty with 
dour fervour; but had any of them 
come there not for Israel's sake, or 
for the kibbutz’s sake. but for their 
own ? 


No easy answer 


This is the question, to which no 
pat, casy answer can be given, which 
composes the theme of this soberly 
impressive first novel. M. Sussan. 
his English publishers tell us. is now 
31. He ts an Algerian Jew who, after 
some jycars in Isracl, in a kibbutz, 
and as a casual labourer, lives in 
France and is an official in the 
French Ministry of Education.

Gad, thoagh he does not at first 
disclose it, was Mikhail’s elder 
brother, who did not share his ideal- 
istic aspirations. He proves to be a 
good worker and a good soldier, but 
why has he come at all? His pur- 
pose unfolds, his difficulties multiply. 
Is his personal problem too disruptive 


an influence on the corporate har- 
mony of the kibbutz? He pursues 
his solitary search, in the long hours 
on guard, in blazing heat and biting 
cold, incessant in thought and ques- 
tioning. Meanwhile the Maskirut 
solemnly debates his problem. There 
is a big Arab raid which the kibbutz 
beats off, at a cost. The heavy winter 
rains add to the physical and nervous 
strain. Gad carries his search for the 
truth about Mikhail so far that it 
becomes, in the opinion of the Mas- 
kirut, so explosive that he must be 
instantly expelled. 

With the climax of the book, in its 
fierce physical excitement, M. Sussan 
reaches the paradox at the heart of 
his theme : these brave and dedicated 
men and women, secking peace and 
adjustment to existence, lead violent 
lives, in which their collective con- 
sciousness offers no final refuge from 
their individual fears and neuroses. 
This is a painful but universal human 
truth, expounded quietly but with 
persuasive sincerity. Its unassertive 
truthfulness will be appreciated by 
everyone who knows Israel. It leaves 
me, I confess, with the feeling that 
it is the statement of an account— 
all on the debit side; this is part of 
the price that was and is still being 
paid for the heroic achievement that 
is Isracl. “Some there be, which 
have no memorial.” Gad, Mikhail, 
and their friends, tn their labour and 
their soldierly vigilance, are of this 
company.

The Jewish Problem in the Soviet 
Union, By B. Z. Gotpperc. New 
York: Crown Publishers. $4.95. 


Mr. Goldberg is a Russian-born 
and Russian-speaking writer who has 
established a formidable reputation as 
a keen student of Soviet affairs. As 
the son-in-law of the famous Sholem 
Aleichem, he has enjoyed much 
respect in the Soviet Union—respect 
due to him also on account of his 
official position during the last war. 
He was a prominent member of the 
American Committee of Jewish 
Writers which co-operated with the 
Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee in 
Moscow. He visited Russia three 
times and is one of the few Jewish 
journalists who was given the oppor- 
tunity to tour Biro-Bidjan. 

This volume is interesting 
and is very readable, summing up 
what he found during his three 
lengthy visits to the Soviet Union, It 
is crammed with excellently written 
and penetrating observations and 
interpretations, But to the student of 
Russia it brings very little that is 
really new and fresh. Nearly all the 
facts recorded in this volume have 
been reported, if not always with 
the same skill, in the Anglo-Jewish 
and Yiddish Press throughout the

Jews have already been assimilated. 
Yet he records no unknown facts 
and throws no new light on this dark 
chapter in the annals of Russia's 
post-war history. 

With so few books about Russian 
Jewry Mr. Goldberg's volume must, 
of right. also find its way on to the 
shelves of every student of Jewish 
history. But it cannot be treated as 
the most illuminating or final analysis 
of the Jewish problem in the Soviet 
Linon.

UNREAL DIALOGUE 


By JAMES PARKES

Ihe importance of this book. lies 
as much in the author and the occa- 
sion of its production as in. the 
contents. for it is written by Bishop 
Stephen Neill, who is the Secretary of 
the Department of Studies of the 
World Council of Churches. and its 
contents were delivered as official 
lectures of the Anglican Church in 
Melbourne, Australia, and some 
chapters were repeated in Atlanta, 
Georgia. The volume can therefore 
be fairly said to represent the kind 
of view which is acceptable - inp 
ecumenical circles. 

The book contains, as one would 
expect from such an _ author, 
important material on many contem- 
porary beliefs, theistic and other, im 
the modern world. But it must be 
judged as a whole by the insistence 
of the author in the Preface that 
he “wholly committed tothe 
method of dialogue.” In so far as 
“ dialogue ~ is a new approach, and 
has abandoned the old proselytising 
methods. it is obviously a pepular 
word to conjure with; but it implies 


profound moral as well as intellectual 
obligations. 

Dialogue is possible only where 
there is a real abandonment of 
ancient stereotypes; and its possi- 
bility is destroved when  unyust 
remarks are made about the religion 
with whom one wants the dialogue — 
especially when such’ remarks are 
made to yet a third religion. | In his 
chapter on the dialogue with Islam 
are two such remarks. On p. 66 Neill 
States that a man is regarded by 
Judaism as a Slave and by Christianity 
as a son, and on the following page 
he refers to “the death of Christ at 
the hands of the Jews.” The refer- 
ence to the Jews is no part of the 
argument; the words “the death of 
Christ” would have completely suf- 
ficed. 

To call this “ dialogue” is to strip 
the word of meaning and is a sad 
affront to the Jewish scholar, Martin 
Buber, with whom the phrase 
originated. “ But it is only a slip!” 
Such slips. heavy with the weight of 
millennial repetition, make any real 
change in relations impossibly diffi- 
cult. It is a great pity, for the book 
might have been of great value.

Since Marxism is the State philo- 
sophy and crusading faith of régimes 
which rule a third of the world and 
hope to take over the rest. we are 
bound to do our best to understand 
why Marx s ideas should have proved 
able to exert such a galvanising effect. 
This book, by George Lichtheim, a 
former London correspondent of the 
* Jerusalem Post™ and co-editor of 
“(ommentary,.” is a valuable contri- 
bution to this understanding. 

Ihe author begins by tracing the 
liberal and radical political philoso- 
phies; the Utopian socialism, the 
German democratic nationalist ideas, 
and the classical German philosophy 
which were embodied in Marx's doc- 
trines, and shows how they continued 
to be applied under totally different 
circumstances. The main body of the 
work describes and analyses the 
transformation of Marx’s ideas from 
a critique of mid-nineteenth-century 
West European society and post- 
Hegelian philosophy to a new uni- 
versal system with its competing 
schools, accepted authorities, rebels, 
and revisionists. 


A new ideology 


Mr. Lichtheim is fair but rigorous 
when he examines both Marx and 
his Austro-German successors and 
systematisers, and deals with Marx- 
ism primarily as a product of 
nineteenth-century liberalism: he 
attributes the breakdown of both to 
the Great War of 1914-18. After that 
Marxism became the property of 
revolutionaries in a backward country 
who travestied it by using it as the 
ideology of a new ruling class. But, 
as the writer shows, it is not a com- 
fortable ideology for any ruling class 
to rule by, indeed “ its sharpest 
is now turned against the illusory 
claims made on its behalf by régimes

which purport to represent the fulfil- 
ment of its aims.” 

He stresses the fact that it 
was precisely Marxism’s growing 
irrelevancy to the modern world that 
enhanced its acceptability to revo- 
lutionary intellectuals in the backward 
countries, even though few of them 
appreciated its philosophical depth 
and historical sweep. As he writes, 
the living contribution of Marxism to 
social thought has now been absorbed 
by the modern world, leaving the 
empty husk of ~ dialectical material- 
ism” to the ideologists of a new 
orthodoxy. 

Mr. Lichtheim writes .with a 
mastery of sources and subject which 
enable him to present a complex 
subject lucidly in readable prose ; the 
book will be rewarding reading for 
the non-specialist who ts prepared to 
exert himself intellectually no less 


Ancient Rome

The Second Crucifixion. By 
Matcrice Samvurt. Gollancce. 18s 


This is an historical novel with a 
Roman-Jewish background, and to 
sav that it is reminiscent of “lI.

Graves's other works is not to deny its 
inspiration or the originality ‘of its 
approach, but rather to place if in the 
appropriate category.

[here are two qualities which make 
the book, both distinctive and 
quite surprisingly topical. The first 
iS the original and ingemous contriv- 
ance by which the author has trans- 
lated a phantasy created in his own 
mind. as the result of a prolonecd 
stay in Rome after his visit to Jeru- 
salem, into a living, thinking. suficring 
human being. the outcast mother ol 
an outcast child in whose tragedy we 
are all compelled to share. 


Conflicting beliefs 


The second has to do with the 
setting ttsell This is of especial 
interest because it deals with the whole 
question of Christan-Jewish-Pagan 
relations in the early centurics of the 
Roman Empire. In particular, the 
somewhat obscure sect of the Ebion- 
ites, who accept both Jewish tradition 
and the teachings of “Jesus ben 
Joseph, the Teacher of Righteousness,” 
is given the most vivid and sym- 
pathetic treatment, and provides the 
background of much of the author's 
sincerest writing 

At the same time, over against this 
is placed the attitude of Pauline fun- 
damentalists. the fons ef origo of so 
much misunderstanding between 
Christians and Jews right up to the 
present day. “ But you Jews are no 
longer the guardians of the sacred 
books, as ,ou are no longer ine true 
Israel. A stiff-necked people you 
have been called from of old, cling- 
ing to evil Wu and evil laws, sa\ ives 
who demand an eye for an eve, a 
tooth tor a tooth.” So runs the 
familiar indictment by a Christian 
apologist, but it is only fair to add 
that the persecuted Jewish group in 
this book find their greatest friend in

Cultured Cream 


Cultured cream, sometimes called 
sour cream, has a full and piquant 
flavour and is extremely good served 
with fruit and sweet dishes as well as 
savoury foods. 

For fruit salads and jellies and 
stewed fruiis it can be used plain or 
can be sweetened with caster sugar. 

It is good in salad dressing; as a 
savoury sauce for fish and vegetable 
dishes and as a topping for borsht. 

A carton added to the curd cheese 
will improve the filling for a cheese 
cake. 


Vegetable Salad 


Mixed cooked root vegetables: 
lettuce ; tomatoes ; cultured cream, |! 
carton ; lemon juice or mayonnaise, 
|! tablespoonful: chopped capers, 2 
teaspoonfuls ; salt and pepper. 

App the chopped capers and lemon 
juice (or mayonnaise) to the cultured 
cream and season with salt and 
pepper. 

Cut up the vegetables, place in the 
centre of a serving dish, pour over 
the seasoned cream, surround with 
shredded lettuce and garnish with 
sheed tomato. 


Cucumber Salad

cucumber, sprinkle with salt and 
leave for 10 minutes, then drain. 

Place in a serving dish and pour 
over the cream dressing and sprinkle 
lightly with paprika,

A cooked cauliflower: margarine, 
2 oz.: | carton cultured cream;

of decoration current in contem- 
porary homes by a then-eccentric 
use of colour in his own domestic 
setting, which produced a reaction 
in the Press and enhanced his 
notoriety. He also received adverse 
comment upon the completion of 
his stained-glass window at St. 
Mary's Church, Slough, which was 
a further expression of his concep- 
tion of rich colour in relation to 
decoration. 


Wolmark attempted to design 
frames for many of his pictures, 
and, regrettably, many of them were 
his undoing, for they worry rather 
than enhance the quality of his 
paintings. The mysterious emblem 
which appears in the corner of a 
great many of his paintings was 
no doubt suggested to him by 
Whistler's use of the butterfly as 
a Signature and the Japanese 
method of signing prints. 


Sculpture 


Wolmark’s originality as a 
painter and his interest and prac- 
tice of sculpture were reflected in 
his early admiration of Epstein 
and his activities in this medium. 
Wolmark befriended §Gaudier 
Brzeska, who worked in his studio 
in Broadhurst Gardens, and it was 
probably in that setting that he 
executed the bust of Wolmark, the 
centrepiece of the exhibition. 


Alfred Wolmark worked where 
he lived, and his paintings reflect 
his intimate contact with his sub- 
ject. He records his stay in West 
Hampstead, and “ Broadhurst 
Gardens mm Snow” (No. 36) is 
notable example of that set of 
paintings. His stay in Oxfordshire 
during the last war gave him 
ample opportunity of landscape 
painting—a reminder of his early 
days in Devon.

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OBITUARY 


MR. JOSEPH SMOUHA 


Mr. Joseph Smouha, the Anglo- 
Jewish ‘business man philan- 
thropist who built the city district of 
Alexandria named after him and was 
deprived of his property by the 
Egyptian Government at the time of 
the Suez crisis (in 1956), died in Paris 
on Saturday. He was 82. 

Born in Baghdad, Mr. Smouwha 
made his first fortune in Manchester. 
Where he became a textile industrialist. 
) 1917 he went to Egypt at the 
request of the British Government 
and stayed to make a new fortune. It 
comprised what was called, at the 

u tion of King Fuad himself, 

the Smouha city.” A whole area 
of lakes and swamps -was drained, 
on Mr. Smowha's orders, to develop 
& “garden city ™ with a race-course, 
& village, as well as flats, offices, and 
amenitics. King Fuad, a _ personal 
friend of Mr. Smouha, once sad about 
him that he was the only forcigner 
to come to Egypt with bis own money 
“and to do good for the country.” 

The Smouha cstate was valued at 
over £12,000.000 when it was 
nationalised by decree of President 
together with many other 

ritish and French assets at the time 
of Suez. When the Anglo-Eeyptian 
financial agreement was signed at the 
beginning of 1959 the dispute over the 


Smouha propertics formed one of 
the main points of discord. For the 
Egyptian Government resorted to a 
trick—-it described the Smouha estate 
as “agricultural land” and estimated 
its value at only £1,000,000. 

Thirteen members of the Smouwha 
family appealed to the Foreign Com- 
pensation Commission, which decided 
m the middle of August this year 
that they should be awarded 
£3.106.316 in compensation, about a 


fourth of the total value of their 
claim. The case before the Com- 
mission was argued by Mr. Ellis 


Smouha, the oldest 
barrister. 

Mr. Smowha's three sons and his 
daughter all served with the R.A.P. 
during the war. Some of the R.A.F. 
equipment was bought with moncy 
donated by him. 

While in Egypt Mr. Smouha refused 
to accept any office in the local 
Jewish community but he helped it 
by munificent gifts. He was a founder 
of one of the Jewish hospitals in 
Egypt; he supported the welfare 
institutions for Jewish poor; and he 
also helped to finance the hospitality 
committees for Jewish Servicemen 
stationed in Alexandria during the 
war. His generosity also extended to 
Jewish and non-Jewish causes outside 
Egypt.

Renoir Masterpiece 


So successful have been the late- 
night shows at the Academy that the 
management have decided that in 
future the chosen special feature will 

screened every night of the week 
except Sundays. The new 11 p.m. 
picture is La Regle Due Jeu (“A”), 
which is rightly regarded by many as 
& Masterpiece by Jean Renoir. The 
production was completed in 1939 
and was initially severely cut because 
of attacks on it in the French anti- 
semitic and ultra-nationalistic press. 
Various expurgated editions - have 
been shown from time to time but 
this is the first occasion that the full 


version has been available. It is a 
supreme tragi-comedy of pre-war 
manners and morals among the 


huntin’, shootin’, and fishin’ French 
pseudo-aristocracy, with outstanding 
performances by Marcel Dalio, Nora 
Gregor, Mila Parely, and Renoir him- 
self. No need to cavil over the unkind 
remarks made in one sequence by 
chateau servants about Jews: these 
calumnies will persist as long as 
ignorance and prejudice abound.

Saucy theme 


Only the French could be expected 
to do full justice to the saucy theme 


of the new picture in coloured 
CinemaScope at the Carlton, The 
Marriage-Go-Round X"’). The 


opening “set-up” ts quite intriguing. 
An American college professor. James 
Mason, and his very attractive wife, 
Susan Hayward, also a pedagogue. 
receive into their lavishly equipped 
home as their guest a breathtaking, 
Scandinavian beauty, Julie 
Newmas. The more than liberal- 
minded young lady, idealistically and 
eugenically inclined, coolly proposes 
to the stunned Mr. Mason that he 
should father a child by her. To send 
her packing, as Mr. Mason first pro- 
poses to do, would have ended the 
film too early for Twentieth Century- 
Fox but, perhaps, not quickly enough 
for those who might appreciate frothy 
Gallic treatment instead of coy 
American temporising. 

A double-feature show worthy of 
West End premiére presentation is 
being generally released by Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer over the North-West 
London A.B.C. circuit from Monday 
next. The Honeymoon Machine 
(“U"), in Metrocoloured Cinema- 
Scope, is a veritable riot of fun about 
how some officers of the U.S. Navy, 
including Steve McQueen and Jim 
Hutton, hit upon the idea of using a 


warship’s electronic computer to 
“beat the bank” at the Venice 
Casino. Dean Jagger makes an ideal 


peppery Admiral, while there are a 


couple of pretty young 
newcomers in Brigid Bazlen and 
Paula Prentiss. The companion pic- 
ture is Murder She Said (“U"), an 
extremely well-made “ whodunit,” 
based upon Agatha Christie’s novel 
“The 4.50 from Paddington.” A 
sparkingly is given 
by that gran veteran actress, 
Margaret Rutherford, as an inquisitive 
spinster who turns detective after 
witnessing a murder in a_ train. 
Opposite her is a perfect foil, James 
Robertson Justice, as an irascible old 
curmudgeon whose money everyone 
is after. There are the requisite 
amount of red herrings to baffle us 
until the old lady's final—and brave— 
“hunch” pays off. The inevitable 
romantic touch is supplied by the 
American actor Arthur Kennedy and 
dainty Muriel Paviow. F.H.S. 


Sensitive 


Of the films produced at the Edin- 
burgh Film Festival Hand in Hand 
(Associated British), produced by 
Helen Winston and directed by Philip 
Leacock, deserves special mention. 
This moving and sensitive film tells 
the story of two children, Rachel and 
Michael, and the development of 
their childhood friendship. Rachel 
(charmingly played by Loretta Parry) 
comes eed an Orthodox Jewish 
home and Michael (Phillip Needs) is 
an observant Roman Catholic. 


Despite outside influences of 
intolerance and bigotry the two chil- 
dren are devoted to each other. They 
swear an oath of “blood brother- 
hood” and the theme of the film is 
concerned with the development of 
the relationship of the children 
against the background of a pre- 
judiced world. The families of both 
children are, however, wise and 
understanding and both their 
ministers are sage enough to know 
that though their ways may be dif- 
ferent each is, trying to say the same 
thing to thei: followers God is love. 

Eventually both children discover 
that there is a barrier between them : 
but they remember that they are 
blood brothers and decide to test the 
strength of the bond. Each makes a 
visit to the other's place of worship ; 
no evil consequences ensue and the 
children decide that they are safe. 
Thereafter, through a series of 
exciting adventures, their friendship 
endures. 

It may be said with some justice 
that this film oversimplifies the prob- 
lems of Jewish-Christian childhood 
relationships, and some of the solu- 
tions it offers verge on the facile. 
Nevertheless. it is a highly intelligent 
film made with compassion. D.D.

week, and even on one evening. There 
have been occasions when I have 
heard Tchaikovsky's first piano con- 
certo three times in a week. after 
going for months without hearing a 
note of it. 


Even comparatively unknown works 
have this peculiar trick of breaking 
out m programmes like a rash. Next 
week, for instance, there is to be a 
litthe Beethoven festival, with three 
symphonies and the Mass in C spread 
over three orchestras. In addition, 
the composer who has been called 
“the little Beethoven” is also repre- 
sented by two works. Bruckner’s 
fourth symphony, for some reason 
nicknamed the “Romantic” (as 
though he ever wrote a “classical” 
symphony!). is to be played by the 
London Philharmonic Orchestra at 
Festival Hall on Tuesday evening, 
while the following evening the 
B.B.C. Symphony Orchestra and 
Chorus, under Rudolf Schwarz, will 
be performing his “Te Deum.” 

The London Schubert Orchestra is 
to give a concert next Tuesday even- 
ing at Wimbledon Town Hall, to be 
conducted by David Littaur, and led 
by Marta Eitler. The orchestra has 
been formed by the Schubert Society, 
and this will be its début. 

It seems a long step ahead to the 
next festival of the _ International 
Society for Contemporary Music, 
which is to be held in London next 
June. But composers may like to be 
reminded that the scores for con- 
sideration by the British Jury of the 
Society should be sent to the Music 
Section of the Institute for Con- 
temporary Music by next Tuesday. 
But only two works from each com- 
poser, please!

LACK OF WARMTH 


For the second time Ronald Har- 
wood, a Jewish writer from Johannes- 
burg, has written a TV play with 
a Jewish theme. His first effort, “ The 
Barber of Stamford Hill,” which 
starred Lee Montague and Maxwell 
Shaw, was @ great success—uncom- 
plicated, touching, tender, and true. 
The second play, “Take a Fellow 
Like Me,” shown last week on ITV, 
with the same leading actors, was 
vastly different 


Shedding the warm simplicity of 
his earlier play, the author tried too 
hard to be subtle and symbolic. 
There were too many conflicting 
moods in his tale of an idealistic 
shadchan in search of his own soul- 
mate, so that the result was patchy 
and somewhat bewildering. Never- 
theless, Mr. Harwood has an excel- 
lent ear for Jewish dialogue, and the 


minor characters were beautifully 
drawn—and beautifully played, by 
Maxwell Shaw, Bernard Goldman, 


and others. Lee Montague, as. the 
slightly sinister shadchan, tended to 


overplay his rdéle; certainly Ruth 
Goring (Mr. Montague’s real-life 
wife) overplayed hers, making a 


tigress of the strong-willed Esther. 
The B.B.C. is planning a full-length 
documentary from Wales about the 
Jewish faith. Entitled “The Six- 
Pointed Star,” it will be in documen- 
tary form and centre on a _ visit 
to a synagogue. According to Mr. 
Hywell Davies, B.B.C. head of pro- 
grammes in Wales, the programme 
will seek to indicate the deeper sig- 
nificance of the Jewish faith.

TAMING THE 
TAMER 


The Royal Shakespeare Company's 
Taming of the Shrew, at the Aldwych 
Theatre, is based on the Stratford 
production of 1960, and once again 
the basic idea is that of a tamer and 
shrew who fall in love at first sight, 
and their fights. in which no holds 
are barred, are but the disguises that 
each adopts so that love should not 
be too apparent to the other. Derek 
Godfrey now plays Petruchio with an 
extrovert and engaging whimsicality, 
while that great young actress, 
Vanessa Redgrave, storms, raves, a 
captures. In the end, by her sub- 
mission, she has tamed the tamer. Her 
smile of rapture, when, after a 
terrific “ scrap,” Petruchio carries her 
off unfed but shoulder-high, is a joy 
to see and remember. This is a lively 
gay production, helped by good 
comic acting, among which the Bion- 
dello of Wolfe Morris stands out, 


Ronald Millar's adaptation of C.P. 
Snow's novel, Affair (Strand 
Theatre), has the intellectual excite- 
ment that one would expect from a 
play whose plot is centred in the 
Convocation Room of a university. 
Donald Howard, a brilliant young 
scientist and Communist, is accused 
of having faked a photo in a thesis, 
and is deorived of his Fellowship. 
Has the convocation been convinced 
by the evidence or was it prejudiced 
by politics? Lewis Eliot, a former 
Fellow, probes for the truth, and there 
is some fine diversified characterisa- 
tion (and first-rate acting) both among 
those who believe that justice is more 
important than any man’s feelings, 
and those who believe that any means 
that rid them of evil are justified. 
Alan Dobie is arresting as the 
unstable Howard who antagonises all 
who want to help him. John 
Clements, as Eliot, is perhaps slightly 
portentous ; but he winds up with a 
finely spoken appeal for truth. Has 
justice been done ? Who in this world 
can say? 

The return of the Ukrainian State 
Dance Company for a season at the 
Royal Albert Hall is a most welcome 
event. Pace and vigour are the key- 
notes of the smoothly produced show. 
As this is a Cossack company and 
these are Cossack dancers, most of 
the dance opportunities go to the 
men, who whirl. jump. and spin with 
artfully calculated abandon. Some- 
times the lovely Ukrainian girls get a 
chance to shine, but only like the 
moon in sunlight. Like most of these 
dance ensembles from Eastern 
Europe. the Ukrainian programme 
was perforce too much in the same 
emotional key of extrovert jollity.

When Elgars Oratorios, “The 
Apostles,” are included in the pro- 
gramme of the “ Three Choirs Festi- 
val,” a Jewish seasonal note is 
sounded with the presentation of a 
set of Shofar calls, which the com- 
poser introduced at several points in 
his work. And if choice had fallen 
upon “The Kingdom,” another set 
of representative synagogue music 
which Elgar included therein would 
have fallen gratefully on Jewish ears. 

But the choice this year at Here- 
ford was his “Dream of Gerontius,” 
in some respects his masterpiece in 
this form of music, and “ Gerontius ” 
has no Jewish associations on a super- 
ficial view. But a reference to the 
text discloses a passage much reminis- 
cent of our liturgy at this season, 
whereat Cardinal Newman wrote of 
a prayer to the Divine for rescue “ as 
of old by Thy gracious power, Noah 
from the waters in a saving home, 
Job from all his multiform and fell 
distress, Moses from the land of 
bondage and despair, David from 
Goliath and the wrath of Saul.” 

That Newman knew of our liturgy 
there can be litth doubt, and most 
fittingly Elgar sets these words to a 
Gregorian plain chant of singular 
beauty, based on a “miserere,” as 
a Benedictine monk, learned in music, 
informed me. to be found in some 
European collections, whose musical 
derivation from chazanut is patently 
manifest 

There was. however. otherwise no 
choral work based on the Jewish 
Scriptures at this Festiv al. At the 

rning Hubert Parry's noble setting 

Psaim cxxii, part of our Mincha 


Service on Shabbat, and one with 
Coronation associations, was most 
moving in grandeur of choral and 
orchestral effect, and so was his set- 
ting of the hymn “O praise ye the 
Lord,” with words founded on the 
Psalter. Amid much modernist 
music with a background of pes- 
simism, a  heartenin uplifting 
anthem by Edward Taylor (1646- 
1729) to words from Psalm xlvii and 
Psalm xxiv paraphrased entitled “God 
is gone up,” by Gerald Finzi (whose 
death some years ago bereaved Eng- 
lish music of a most gifted composer 
with much achievement and promise 
of more), was a highlight of the 
Festival. 


Here was music akin to the spirit 
of Jewish optimism, and one felt 
assuredly ancestral inspiration had set 
aflame the talent that could transmute 
into music the blend of faith and 
hope which runs like a golden thread 
through the Jewish Scriptures. Finzi 
here echoed in music something of 
the Hebraism in the poetry of Robert 
Browning, and in these days of stress 
and storm a musical bidding to uplift 
the heart is a benediction. 

Ihe London Symphony Orchestra 
carried on the Elgarian tradition at 
its best in the instrumentation of 
“The Dream of Gerontius” and in 
the Violin Concerto, surely one of 
Figar’s greatest works, with Ralph 
Holmes as an outstanding soloist, and 
they gave a glowing rendering of the 
Brahms’s “ Variations on a theme of 
Havdn.” both in its moments of wel- 
come serenity and the majestic 
peroration. The Three Choirs Fes- 
tival continues to weave its magic 
spell. B.B.B.

SUPPORT FOR 
KIRYAT GAT 


Sin.“ An Israel Notebook ” 
your issue of September 1, 1961— 
refers to the relationship of Anglo- 
Jewry to Kiryat Gat. Although the 
scheme for setting-up the Anglo- 
Isracl Development Corporation did 
not materialise for reasons quite 
beyond the control of British Jewry, 
British Zionism, and our office in Tel 
Aviv, we, nevertheless, managed to do 
our bit in Kiryat Gat 


When the building of the beautiful 
new shopping cenire in Kiryat Gat 
was first discussed, the present mayor 
came to see us and said that nowhere 
in the country were there any means 
to finance this large. modern enter- 
prise. Within a few days, after 
speedy consultation with the Zionist 
Federation in London, we advanced 
them 1£40.000 in a lump cash sum. 
On the strength of this money, the 
Government and other institutions 
took heart, and it was subsequently 
possible for the town of Kiryat Gat 
to own this property. This shopping 
centre is one of the great commercial 
assets of which the new town can 
boast. 


Although British Jewry was unable 
to contribute towards the largest 
factory in Kiryat Gat, which gives 
employment to many immigrants, we 
were, nevertheless, instrumental in 
enabling them ito find the first expert 
workers who came from England, Ihe 
management at that time, in close 
co-operation with us, went specially 
to England to recruit these people 


Even today, considerable develop- 
ment loans are given by this office, 
i.e.. from the British Socicty 
Ltd... in Tel Aviv, to Kiryat Gat 
settlers ; and at ts perhaps no accident 
that the mayor of Kiryat Gat himself 
is a frequent visitor to our office. Of 
course, much more needs to be done, 
but | believe that with the limited 
means at our disposal here we have 
made our effective mark on Kuryat 
Gat.

Art Notes 


RARE BALANCE IN 
PAINTING 


The quality of realism in twentieth- 
century painting is not determined by 
the particular subject matter of the 
work but rather by the attitude of the 
painter towards his materials. Most 
of all, a new attitude towards the 
canvas itself has been reaffirmed 
decade after decade since 1870. 

Generally it has been accepted that 
pictorial space, conveyed through 
perspective drawing, is an illusionary 
and unrealistic space. Thus the 
painter has found himself having to 
deal with a two-dimensional plane. 
and having to accentuate this flatness. 
His art must no longer be a copy of 
nature but a painting in its own right, 
with its own rules. 

The step from these late nineteenth- 
century attitudes to abstract art was 
not such a large one. Through the 
increasing awareness of the canvas 
came added interest in the act of 
painting ; then inquiries into different 
kinds of brushmark arose, and it was 
not long before an art without any 
visual references to nature became a 
practice. 

The problem that confronts Harold 
Cheesman, showing landscapes at 
Zwemmers Gallery, is one that 
to every artist now that 

stract art is 40 years old. Chees- 
man’s task i¢ to merge abstraction 
into his.own personal vision of land- 

scape so that he can take advantage 
of 40 years of pionecring without 
losing himself in an empty language 
with a rigid set of rules. His solu- 
tion is lyrical, very personal yet con- 
fidently formalised painting. 

This success points to a balance 
rare in contemporary pamting. [his 
is the balance between the artist's 
personal vision and the fact that he 
is working in a common language. 
Cheesman’s works are both beautiful 
paintings and beautiful landscapes at 
the same time. 


Children’s influence

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ARAB RIOTS IN ISRAEL 


Feeling of frustration among youth 


From our Own Correspondent 


JeRUSALEM 

The Isracli Cabinet met in an 
emergency session last Sunday to 
consider the tense situation in 
Northern Isracl following the series 
of Arab riots that had developed 
there Ihe riots began last week 
when news reached the Arab popula- 
tion that Israeli border patrols had 
killed five Arabs who had 
attempted to feave Israel illegally by 
dashing across the Gaza _ strip 
frontier into Egyptian-held territory. 

The Government, under the chair- 
manship of the Acting Premier, Mr. 
Levi Eshkol. refrained from censur- 
ing the army's action in shooting men 
who illicitly crossed the armistice 
lines, although reports indicate that 
Ministers belonging to the Left-wing 
partics were not wholly convinced of 
the need for the shooting. 

Order has meanwhile been restored 
in Northern Isracl. accordmg to 
reports. However, there have been 
more than 50 arrests and a number 
of persons. including police, have 
been injured. 


Haifa demonstration 


The wave of demonstrations and 
riots started in Haifa when the 
funeral of the five Arab victims, 
three of whom were from Haifa, was 
held a week ago. Communists took 
control of the funeral, shoutine 
slogans such as “Long live Nasser!” 
and May Israc! be destroyed!” The 
Communist agitators opened the 
coffins of the dead boys. and showed 
the mob scars on their faces. They 
alleged that these “ proved” that the 
boys had been shot far from the 
border. and had been tortured to 
death. (In actual fact, the scars were 
the result of a post-mortem examina- 
tion 

Responsible Arab leaders tried to 
calm the angry crowds, and a group 
of young Arabs in Hatfa formed a 
committee to restrain ther fellow- 
Arabs, while continuing the ficht 
against the policy of discrimination 
by legal means.” Mr. Abba Khoushi, 
the Mavor of Haifa. received Arab 
leaders from Northern Isracl im an 
attempt to allav the anery resent- 
ment. He tclephoned Mr. Behor 
Shitrit. the Minister of Polhece, in the 
presence of the Arab notables, to 
give the lie to Communist rumours 
that the vouths had been deliberately 
tortured and kalled 

in ‘Nazareth there were angry 


demonstrations led mainly by Com- 
munists, some of whom Ieft their 
homes for fear of being arrested. 
There were also riots in the Arab 
villages of Shfar Am, Kafr Yassif, 
Abu Snaan, Rama, and Sakhnin. In 
all these incidents Arabs gathered 
shouting abuse against “ Ben-Gurion’s 
Government,” and in favour of 
Nasser. In nearly every locality 
there were clashes with police when 
attempts were made to disperse the 
demonstrations. 

In Acre, which has a population of 
6.000 Arabs and 20,000 Jews, a more 
serious situation developed when Jews 
attacked a group of Arabs and police 
were forced to intervene, 


Leaders’ regrets 


Non-Communist Arab leaders 
expressed their regret at the incidents, 
which, they said. had retarded the 
improvement in Arab-Jewish relations 
by several years. The extent of the 
disturbances compelled the Govern- 
ment to take action, and a report was 
submitted by the Minister of Police 

In a statement which was issued 
later. the Government said that 
evidence had proved that the Arabs 
had been shot from a distance, and 
that there was no foundation for 
rumours that they had been tortured 
or their bodies mutilated. The state- 
ment added that the security forces 
were charged with preventing illegal 
berder crossings so as to prevent 
infiltration by spies and saboteurs. 

The authorities are particularly 
rigorous in their watch over the 
frontiers of the Gaza strip. For as 
there is no work to be found in the 
Gaza strip area, Arabs arriving from 
Israel are recruited by the Egyptian 
intelligence service aS spies or sabo- 
teurs. and are then sent back into 
Israc] 

Over 5.000 Arahs have left Is acl 
illegally since 1948, and many of 
them are believed to have ¢ ossed 
the borders by. nicht Intelligent 
young Arabs are frustrated in Israel. 
where they feel thev are “ second- 
chiss citizens.” They are under 
military Government, their move- 
ments are restricted, and they find 
it difficult to follow careers of their 
choice. 


It is. understood that the Koessct 
Foreign Affairs and Security Com- 
mittee will discuss the border incident 
in which five Israeli Arabs lost their 
lives.—4J.1.A.)

COMMUNIST SCHOLAR 
FLEES TO WEST

DUSSELDORF 

Professor Ernst Bloch, a 76-vear- 
old philosopher of international 
repute and a prominent East German 
lewish Communist, has fled from East 
Germany to settle in West Germany. 

In a letter to the President of the 
Fast German Academy of Science. 
published in the Federal Republic 
this week, the professor said that 
recent political events in East Ger- 
many had impelled him to leave as 
his life and work were endangered. 

Professor Bloch was born at Lud- 
wigshafen in 1886. His first major 
work, “Getst de Utopie,” was pub- 
lished in 1923. His main work is the 
three-volume “Principle of Hope.” 
Bloch joined the Communist Party 
during the “Twenties, In 1933 he was 
forced to emigrate by the Nazi rulers, 

He first went to Prague. later to 
the South of France, and then New 
York. In 1949 he was called to the 
university at Leipzig to teach in Com- 
munist East Germany. At first he 
was allowed to live and teach freely. 
But then he realised that his ideas on 
Communism and socialism were 
differing considerably those 
cd in ast Germany. 

In 1954 he was publicly criticised 
the East Gserman Communist 
Part) l ater, these attacks increased. 
and he was termed a “ revisionist,” 
although the East German rulers 
awarded him their National Prize on 
his 70th birthday. In the spring of 
1957 he was forced to give up his 
post because of his alleged “ counter- 
revolutionary tendencies.”

DUTCH NAZIS FORCED TO 
CANCEL MEETING

AMSTERDAM 

Three hundred Dutch and West- 
German former S.S. men were forced 
to cancel their meeting at Naarden. 
Holland, last Sunday following wide- 
spread protests, mainly organised by 
the Communist daily newspaper ~ De 
Waarheid.” The meeting was called 
by H.LN.A.G., which is the West 
German organisation of former SS 
members, They had meant to discuss 
wavs of improving their organisation 

The organisers were J. Hartman 
and B, Hofman, both mefbers of the 
Dutch Volunteer Corps of the SS.. 
who are now living in Amsterdam 
Both have been making frequent 
journeys to West Germany. where 
their main contact is Herr Caspar 


Serno, who is the representative in 
West Germany (Dortmund) of the 
S.S. Grenadier-Division o. Land- 
storm Nederland.” Hartman is the 
chief representative in Holland of the 
periodical “Der Freiwillige.” The 
representative in The Hague is Mr. 
Paul van Tienen. 

Ihe meeting last Sunday was to 
have taken place in the country 
restaurant “ Oud-Valkeveen,” near 
Naarden, near the Zuyder Zee. which 
is owned by two former Dutch Nazis. 
Following protests the municipality 
of Naarden refused permission for the 
meeting, and kept “ Oud-Valkeveen ™ 
closed on Sunday. According to the 
Dutch morning newspaper “* Alge- 
meen Dagblad © on Monday, 
H.I.N.A.G. has 80,000 members, and 
claims to have réceived this figure’ 
from the Executive of this association. 


MOROCCAN JEWS

Police chief murdered

ALGIERS 

Police Commissioner Alexel 
Goldenberg. one of the few high- 
ranking Jewish officers in the French 
police, was murdered last week in the 
centre of Algiers, probably by O.AS. 
terrorists, 

The murder was committed by two 
men on a red motor-cycle. who shot 
the commissioner as he was about to 
drive his car into the university 
compound. The shots were fired at 
point-blank range when his car 
slowed down owing to a_ traffic 
obstruction, A triangle bearing the 
inscription “O.A.S.” is said to have 


been found near the commissioner's 
Caf, 

Alexei Goldenberg was born in 
Berlin in 1920 and was reputed to be 
one of the most brilliant officers in 
the French police force Belore 
arriving in Algiers last year to take 
up his post. he was Seeretary of Inte: 
pol. He recently received threatening 
letters from the O.A:S. 

A document found in the posses- 
sion of the O.A:S. lists the different 
charges made by the fascist under- 
ground movement against Golden- 
berg. He was accused of being 
“extremely liberal, very ambitious, 
and a member of the World Jewish 
Congress, who helped the emigration 
of Algerian Jews to Isracl.” 


MASS INFLUX OF NEW

“NOT ANTISEMITIC”

PARIS 

A pamphiet signed “Zone 
O.A.S." (Secret Army Organisation), 
distributed mm Paris over the weck- 
end, claimed that the Orgamtsation 
is neither antisemitic nor anti-Jewish 
nor racist. 

The leaflet. headed “ Warning,” 
states that the sole aim of the 
Org:nisation is to save France and 
Western civilisation. “tt is well 
known that many Jews share the 
same risks, the same anger, and also 
the same hopes as their comrades of 
the O.AS..” the leaflet states. 
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
